RAISE MORE FOOD
SAYS  COMMISSION

United States Should Take Ini-
tiative to Forestall a Pos-
sible Shortage.

CONDITION IN EUROPE BAD

Strong  Demand ,for Staple
Products and Prices Will
Be “Steady and at a High
Level.”

—_—

Washington, Jan. 9 -—Recommen
dation that the United States tak
the initiative in formulating an in-
ternational program of agricultural
production for the entire world to
forestall a possible serious shortage
of food, feed and fibre in the next
few vears, was made to the depart-
ment of agriculture by the commis-
sion sent to Europe last fall by the
department to study conditions.

The commission saild condition
found in England, France and Italy
indicated a strong demand for staple
agricultural products of this country
such as wheat, meat, sugar, cotton
and wool and that prices will he
“steady and at a high level,” if there
is reasonable provision for shipping
fertilities and a co-operative effor
on the part of the allied governments
to organize for production and dis-
tribution.

Fearing that many American far-
mers now will revert to their usual
profitable erop systems, which were
modified at serious disadvantage to
assist in the emergency of the wheat
shortage during the war, the com-
mission urged new steps to prevent
possible disaster,

*The commission belleves that un-
usual rlsks of over production should
be assumed by wheat Importing na
tions which would be the sufferers
in case of under production,” the
report said.

“"We would suggest that steps be
taken to have the nations now as-
sociated as belligerents with the
Tinited States deiermine as accurate-
Iy as may be. mot later than May,
1919, what will be the world's needs
for wheat from the 1920 harvest gn
that appropriate steps may be taken
to insure an adequate supply. A
simflar arrangement might well be
considered in reference to meat sup-
plies, sugar. cotton and wool.”

RUNAWAY FREIGHT ON

when a ranaway southbound freight
train on the Southern rallroad over-
turned on a safety switch near Melt-
rose, 35 miles south of this city. The

dead: L. N. Creasman, fireman, th
injured: Walter Green, brakeman
and W. A. McDowell, engineer

Creasman was pinned beneath th
engine,

The mishap oceurred when brakes
on southbound freight train No. 52
failed to work while the train was
descending the steep grade of Salu-
da mountain. The train plunged
into safety switch No. 2, overturn
ing the locomotive and five cars.

All the victims of the accident re
sided in Asheville. The two injure
trainmen were brought to the mis
sion hospital here where it was stat-
ed their condition s not eritical.
McDowel had a fractured shoulde
and Green has a broken knee and
three fingers erushed from his left
hand.

LAST SOLDIERS TAKEN
FROM STRANDED SHIP

Const Guards and Sailors Complete
Great Task of Rescuing 2,500
Well and Wounded Troops.

Fire Island, N. Y., an. 6.—Weary
sailors manning the stranded trans-
port Northern Pacifie, who shared
with coast guards and the crews of
rescue ships In the unparalleled task
of sending safely ashore through the
breakers 2,500 well and wounded
soldiers, ciimbed inio their ham
mocks free, for the first time in four
days, of anxiety over the safety of
the army of veterans homeward
bound from Eurcpe. The last of the
troops aboard went over the side.

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PEACE ARCHITECTS
GET TO BUSINESS

Wilson and Others Begin Ex-
changes on Definite Terms
For League of Nations.

MAKING SOME HEADWAY

Two British and One French
Plan Have Been Presented and
Are Being Compared By
American Specialists.

Paris, Jan. 9.—The return to
Paris of President Wilson, the ar-
rival of Lord Robert Cecil, the spe-
cial delegate of the British govern-
ment on the league of nations, and
the presence here of Leon Bourgeois
the French representative on the
same subject, marked the inaugu-
ration of exchanges on the deflnite
terms by which the league is to be
constituted.

Already considerable progress has
been made on the various tentative
proposals put forward, but in the
recent absence of the President these
have not taken definite form, as it is
recognized he personally will tak
a leading part in the final formation
of the plan. Meanwhile, however
the various governments chiefly ip-
terested are presenting outlines i1
quite definite form.

Two British plans of this tents-
tive nature have been presented -
one by Lord Robert Cecil, the other
by Lleutenant General J. C. Smuts
former minister of defense, of the
Unien of South Afpica. The French
plan as formulated by M. Bourgeois
has also been set forth, and these
are being compared by the American
specialists who are preparing the
groundwork for President Wilson:

The French Plan.

Lord Robert Cecil's plan outiines
a broad and comprehensive organi-
zation of the leagus of nations, but
thus far it Is in the general terms
and has not yet been reduced to de-
finite terms of enactment.

Geneiral Smuts' plan is along sim
flar lines, but more general, and is
mainly a thesis on the advantages
of such a league of nations.

Both of ‘these plans are receiving
careful study by the American au
thorities and, it is declared.” hoth are
regarded in a most favorable lfght

M. Bourgeois’ plan, embodying th
French point of view, while general,
also embraces a numher of specifie

mivinils, iocluding compiulaory arb!
tration, restriction of excessive ar
mament and international tribunal

and a serfes of sanctions of penal-
tles for enforeing observance of the
learrue's decisions. These sanction
include wvarious diplomatie, judicia
and economiec measures, whereby ths
united nations may enforce their de-
cress,

The American viewpoint, as it is
now being formulated by the special
ists as the groundwork for the Pres
ident, seeks to reach an accord on
fundamentals on which all agree
and present them in simple workjing
form. One of the chief of these fun-
damentals 18 the formation of a
league, which will embrace all the
nations of the world but not one
which will establish any balance of
power among a group of nations.

Also. care is being taken that the!

influence of the various nations in
the league would he in accordance
with their size and importance, su
the great powers and the small pov—
ers would have volce according v
their standing.

Another feature especially con

Good Roads Committee Will Ask
Legislature to Change Tax
From 25 Cents.

HOLD MEET IN COLUMBIA

Recommends Also That State
Highway Commission B3
Composed of One From Each
Congressional District.

Columbia, 8. C., Jan. 9.—Follow-
ing an all day conference with the
state highway commission, a pro-
gram of legislation to be asked at
the approaching session of the Een-
eral assembly was agreed upon last
night by the State Good Roads cam-
paign committee. The program does
not call for the passage at the ap-
proaching session of the general as-
sembly of an enabling act for a bond
issue, but asks for legislation look-
Ing to the passage of such an act at
the 1920 session.

A change in the present highway
commission 80 as to  include
from each congressional distriet, to
be appointed by the governor and
the three senator professors of civil
engineering at the University of
South Carolina, the Citade!l and
Clemson college will be asked. This
commission, under the proposed new
legislation, would be given the right
to appolint and fix the compensation
of its engineers and employees, and
the power to lay out, construct, rep-
ulate and maintain a system of state
highways, connecting every county
seat, such highways to be so con-
structed and surfaced as to take
care of the traffic which may be de-
deloped upon them.

This commission would also be
instructed to investigate the cost of
construction of such a system o
highways and to report to the next
session of the legisinture what state
bonds would be necessarv therefor,
and the estimated annual license tax
necessary for the retirement there-
of, after providing for proper main-
tenance of the said highway

The legislature will also be asked

to pass such acts as will enable ﬂu-l

counties of the state to fssue honds
during 1919 and thereafter for the
construction of highwayvs within
their county lines. Provision would
also be made for the return to any
county, which construets anv portion
of a state highway system as laid out
by the commission, under
pervision. the cost of said highwavs;
or, In the event of a provision being
made wherehy counties contribute in
any way to the construetion of the
highway system, such portion of this
cogt as such county would In that
event be entitled to.

The legislature will be asked to
ralse the annual license tax, hegin-
ning with 1920 on motor yehicles to
$1 per horse power for antomohiles
and motoreyeles and 22 per horee
power for motor trucks and the li
cense for dealers to 8560 for each
make of car handled. and to fix the
license of trailers at $10.

The central campaign committea
decided that inasmuch as no bond j=-
sue could bhe ratified until
bar, 1920, the best ecourse would he
to first definitely map out a svste,
of highways and have as much of
the system as is practicable taken
over and maintained in good cona -
tion. The highway commission will
he expected to visit each county ana
hold hearings at which the peonte
will be given an opportunity to ¢ra-
cuss In detall the system as it ap
plies to each county.
